


ONDON’S 
favourite panto 
has returned 
in spectacular 
fashion, putting the 
spotlight on a new 
chapter for its Hackney 
Empire home. 

This season’s ‘Jack and 
the Beanstalk’ production 
- starring panto legend 
Clive Rowe, and written 
and directed by Susie 
McKenna - received critical 
praise and has already 


made £100,000 more than 
last year’s show at this 
point in the run, according 
to the theatre’s Interim 
Chief Executive, Clarie 
Middleton. 

She said: “Our 
philosophy is to do less, 
better. We’re introducing 
new strands of programmes 
for a great night out of 
comedy, dance and music. 

“In 2011, we’re bringing 
percussionists Drum 
Chasers; Irish dancing for 
the 21st century; comedy 
for different local cultures; 
and the English Touring 
Opera among others.” 

She added there will also 


be modern variety and 
burlesque shows and more 
music concerts at the iconic 
theatre in Mare Street. 

“Our driving values 
are quality, diversity and 
inclusion. But none of these 
are new to the Empire, 
it’s the theatre’s essence, 
its DNA. We’re also now 
doing better business deals 
to curb losses,” she added. 

In September 2009, there 
were press reports saying 
the Empire ‘would go dark 
for nine months’ after 
‘accumulating more than 
£1.5 million of debts’. 

The Arts Council and 
Hackney Council stepped 


in with an extra financial 
support package, and 
Clarie was appointed to 
help revive the theatre, 
after dealing with similar 
situations, most recently at 
the Bristol Old Vic. 

She is optimistic about 
the Empire’s future and 
points to highlights already 
this year, including headline 
acts like Arcade Fire, Mark 
Ronson and comedy show 
Strictly Come Laughing, 
which all packed out the 
109-year-old theatre. 

Clarie said further 
partnerships are being 
explored for 2011, with 
touring companies and 


arts organisations like the 
Barbican, which the Empire 
worked with this year. 

“We’ve had full events. 
We are here and people are 
coming,” Clarie added. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, said: 
“The Empire is a vibrant 
theatre at the heart of the 
borough’s cultural life. 

“We’re delighted that the 
panto is so successful. 

“The Council will 
continue to support 
the Empire to ensure it 
can thrive and carry on 
entertaining audiences 
from across London.”

Murray Grove Post Office 
closed in June 2008, along 
with six other Hackney 
branches, under the Post 
Office Network Change 
Programme. The Council 
decided to try to reopen it 
after a public consultation 
last summer showed strong 
support amongst residents 
and local businesses. 

The branch now offers 
a range of postal and 
banking services, as well as 
other services like foreign 
currency exchange. It is also 
re-employing local staff who 
worked at the Post Office 
before it closed.

A bright year, an 
uncertain future 


AS we prepare to welcome 201 1 , it's worth reviewing the borough's 
highlights for this year, as well as the challenges facing us in the 
future. 

201 0 saw Hackney finally connected properly to London's tube 
network for the first time with the opening of four new Overground 
stations. This historic achievement is part of the transport and 
regeneration legacy that the Council has been seeking for many years. 
Getting a high frequency line in Hackney that now appears on all tube 
maps connects our residents to jobs and services across London and 
makes the borough more attractive to business, bringing economic 
benefits and employment opportunities to our doorstep. 

In less than two years we will be celebrating the world's biggest event, 
and Hackney's once-in-a-lifetime regeneration opportunity -the 
2012 Olympic and Paralympic Games. Only recently, the Government 
heralded a new 'silicon valley' east of the Old Street roundabout, that 
supports the Council’s vision for the area. From Shoreditch to Hackney 
Wick, we are primed to benefit from the growth in creative and media 
industries, and are striving to create this legacy. 

In order to benefit from this vision we need to maintain a well- 
educated workforce in the borough. In this respect our young people 
have done Hackney proud, continuing to break records, particularly 
with secondary schools beating the national average achievement at 
GCSE level. Despite many school building projects being cancelled 
across the country, we have secured Hackney’s Building Schools for 
the Future funding so that pupils at all of our secondary and special 
schools will benefit from good, modem facilities in which to learn. 

I was pleased that we were able to freeze Council Tax for residents 
for the fifth consecutive year but, as a result of the Government's 
decisions on the way in which they will tackle the national deficit, we 
now face major funding challenges. As Hackney Today goes to press 
we await the details of our allocation of Government funding for 201 1 - 
1 2. Whatever the outcome, it is clear the Government intends to scale 
back dramatically its financial support for councils such as Hackney. 

The Council will continue to be on the side of residents in difficult 
times. I have been lobbying Government for fair funding for residents, 
and the Government minister in charge of local council grants is in 
no doubt of the effects the cuts will have unless they reconsider their 
approach. At the same time, whatever the final funding settlement 
from Government we will continue to prioritise the frontline services 
on which our residents rely. Over the next year, we will have to 
continually make the argument for communities such as ours. We will 
be stronger if we can do this together. 

Finally, I hope that all residents will find something to cheer this 
Christmas, and will be able to enjoy the holiday period - and also 
spare a thought for those who will be working throughout, whether its 
keeping hospitals open, roads clear, volunteering in night shelters and 
much more.

S HARE The Feeling 
has been busy this 
month, selling 
gifts created by its 
employees - local people 
with learning difficulties. 

Four residents are 
currently employed by the 
Hackney business to create 
gifts, which are sold online 
and at stalls and craft fairs. 

They are also due to 
go on sale at Liberty of 
London from January. 
Known as the Chain Gang, 
the team work one day 
a week and are paid a 
fair wage. 

Business owner, Angie 
Gough, said her aim was to 
create a profitable business 
that employed people 
with learning difficulties. 
Not sure where to start, 
she contacted Hackney 
Recruitment Partnership 


(HRP). Angie said: “They 
are fantastic and have 
just made it so easy for 
employers. 

“They found me a list 
of candidates, organised 
their pay, provided a 
support worker and 
generally gave me advice 
about Council help that I 
didn’t know about. 

“Everyone gets paid, but 
it also builds confidence and 
the team have become good 
friends, seeing each other in 
their own time.” 

HRP is part of the 
Council’s adult social care 
(ASC) services, which 
provides frontline support 
to vulnerable residents. 

The service area recently 
received an overall 
‘excellent’ rating from the 
Care Quality Commission, 
for the second year running. 

It was rated as performing 
at an ‘excellent’ level in five 
of seven categories; and 
as performing ‘well’ in the 
other two. 


The Commission 
highlighted the work 
of the First Response 
Provider Team, which 
supports residents to 
regain the ability to live 
independently after a stay in 
hospital; and the Council’s 
work with lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender 
communities.

Budget update 


AS Hackney Today went to press, the Council expected to 
find out on 1 3 December how much money it will have to 
spend in the next financial year. 

As reported in previous editions, the Council is faced with 
having to make savings of approximately £50-60million in 
the next financial year due to Government spending cuts. The 
Council will continue working hard to minimise the impact of 
Government cuts on its residents and staff and the protection 
of frontline services will remain its priority.

F OR someone who 
has camped in the 
Arctic in -50°C 
temperatures, 
snowbound London must 
be a tad underwhelming. 

“Snow isn’t the problem; 
it’s the wind,” says Dwayne 
Fields, who became the first 
black British man to reach 
the North Pole in April. 

Adding: “The wind comes 
directly from the Pole. If 
you’re walking into it, 
you’re in the right direction. 



It also takes every ounce of 
warmth, but you can’t let it 
hold you back. It’s cold, it’s 
windy, it’s going to be nasty. 
You just get on with it.” 

Such determination 
helped him achieve his 
Arctic goal and it’s evident 
when we meet in the snow 

- he’s on crutches; with a 
broken leg suffered during a 
marathon. 

His drive also stems from 
a pivotal moment when 
Dwayne and his brother 
had a loaded gun pointed 
at them. Fortunately, the 
weapon jammed. 

The Stoke Newington 
resident and personal 
financial advisor reveals: 

“I’d also lost a friend to gun 
crime and I wanted to do 
something that said ‘things 
need to change’. I wanted 
to do something unusual, 
abstract and inspirational.” 

So, with no experience of 
outdoor pursuits, he applied 
to join the Polar Challenge 

- a 350-nautical mile team- 
race to the North Pole. He 

underwent an intense 
10-month training 
schedule, including 


enduring a -15°C cold 
chamber wearing nothing 
but shorts and a T-shirt. 

“The day before I left I 
was asked if I was scared. It 
wasn’t the cold I was scared 
of. My biggest worry was to 
have done all that and not 
finish,” he says. 

After a five-day walk 
from Resolute Bay, the 
last inhabitable space in 
Northern Canada, the race 
began in earnest. 

An average day would 
start with Dwayne and his 
team mates warming up 
the tent using the cooker, 
packing up camp, then 
a three-hour walk or ski 
across the Arctic to cover 15 
to 20 miles. 

Sleep was cut down to 
just four or five hours a day. 
In such harsh conditions 
maintaining energy levels 
are key and he was eating 
up to 7,500 calories a day. 

“When you have nothing 
to look forward to except 
resting, food is very 
appealing. 

“I craved chicken biryanis 
and lamb kormas. Every 
time I ate the noodles, I’d 


complain about it,” he 
admits. 

“I remember one day it 
was -50°C, I had three pairs 
of mittens and two pairs 
of gloves on but I couldn’t 
open my hands. It took 25 
minutes to light the fire. 

For those minutes I got 
frustrated and wondered 
what I was doing there. But 
as soon as the match struck 
and there was fire. . . he 
smiles. “It showed me no 
matter how bad things get, 
you can still get through it.” 

And yet Dwayne 
confesses that reaching 
the Pole was a let-down: 
“While it was amazing 
to get there, it was a bit 
of an anti-climax. Don’t 
get me wrong, it’s great 
to achieve your goal. But 
I had these preconceived 
ideas that there was going 


to be Northern Lights or a 
rainbow, but you get there 
and look down at the snow 
and think, ‘well that’s the 
same thing I saw 16 days 
ago’,” he says. 

Dwayne prefers to 
concentrate on the journey, 
which included a rare 
sighting of a polar bear 
with two cubs.He describes 
another pivotal moment: 
“We only had a few inches 
between each other in the 
tent, so if one moved we’d 
all move, we were spending 
24-hours a day together. I 
didn’t like it, I was used to 
having my own space. 

“At one point, walking 
over the frozen sea, there 
was literally nothing. There 
was no difference between 
land and sky. It dawned on 
me these are the only two 
people in my world at the

moment. And I suddenly felt 
closer to them.” 

Back home, Dwayne has 
now begun raising funds 
for a trip to the South Pole. 
He also conducts talks 
around the country, often 
speaking to young people 
from African and Caribbean 
backgrounds. 

He says: “I’m trying 
to use my experience to 
encourage and inspire. 

They can’t always identify 
with the people who talk 
to them - they may think 
‘why should I listen to 
you?’ But, whatever they’re 
going through now, I’ve 
gone through it. Stabbings, 
shootings, fights. They can 
look at me and think: ‘Yeah, 
this guy kind of knows. He 
looks like me, sounds like 
me and, to a degree, acts like 
me. But then he’s gone and 
done something that’s not 
the usual’.”

abuse by a partner or 
family member. 

Nas"' met her husband 
on holiday. They married 
in 2006 and moved to 
London, where Nas’ 
husband was living. 

The violence started 
after a month of marriage. 
Nas says: “He used 


jealousy as an excuse 
to control me. He once 
locked me in the house 
for two days while he 
went abroad. I couldn’t 
go anywhere. I didn’t even 
speak English.” 

Nas became pregnant, 
but this didn’t stop the 
violence, and in 2008 
she left her husband for 
the first time. However, 
two months later Nas 
returned, after her 
husband begged her to 
come back. 

She says: “I wanted to 
learn English and make a 
better life for us. He was 
better for four months 
and I started an English 


course. But then it started 
again.” 

After a beating left her 
bruised and in pain, Nas 
decided it was time to 
take control, she says: “I 
just thought ‘no-one can 
do it for me. I have to do 
something, for me and for 
my child.” 

Nas then began to plan 
how to leave for good. 

She explains: “I asked 
my mum to look after my 
daughter, and told my 
husband our daughter 
was going on holiday 
with her grandmother. 
Then I left him.” 

Nas stayed with a friend 
while she tried to find a 


women’s refuge. She says: 
“I was put in touch with 
the nia project and they 
provided me with refuge. 

“It was good to be 
around people who’d had 
similar experiences. 

“I started to feel happy. 
My daughter joined me 
and we stayed there for 
over six months.” 

During her stay at the 
refuge, Nas was assigned 


a caseworker. She spoke 
limited English and had 
no passport, but her 
caseworker helped her to 
apply for accommodation 
through the Council; 
transfer her daughter’s 
child benefit to her name; 
and to register with a GP. 

Nas was also concerned 
about the effects that 
witnessing the violence 
may have had on her 


daughter, so the nia 
project enrolled her 
daughter in play therapy. 
“They said she is a very 
happy little girl,” she 
adds. 

Nas moved 
into temporary 
accommodation and, 
this January, she got her 
own flat where she is 
successfully rebuilding 
her life. Her daughter has 
started daycare and is 
making friends. 

Nas is now divorced, 
and is feeling happy 
and positive about 
her future.

On November 10, Hackney resident and YH World writer, Nick Adams, 26, made 
the journey from Teeside University to a London protest against Government 
plans to charge up to £9,000 a year in tuition fees. This is his edited report. 


O UR arrival in 

London replaced 
our fatigue with a 
sense of excitement 
and anticipation. 

As our coach parked by 
the Victoria Embankment, 
we could see students 
walking alongside the 
River Thames on their way 
to the start of the march. 

With more than 50,000 
students present, the 
march took a while to get 
some movement going. 

In the meantime, this 
gave me the perfect 
opportunity to look 
at all the signs and 
banners on display. 

The most common 
signs gave a direct and 
simple message about 
the marchers views of 
education cuts. 


There were a variety 
of very lighthearted signs, 
such as one that read 
‘tuition fees make 
kitten sad’. 

Gradually, students 
began to move. There 
was definitely a tangible 
energy in the air and it 
was liberating to march 
past famous political 
landmarks such as 
Downing Street and the 
Houses of Parliament. 

There were also a 
variety of interesting 
costumes worn by 
some of the more 
creative protesters. 

The good 
humour continued 
with the occasional 
musical instrument 
brought along to 
the march. A guy 


cheerfully played staccato 
phrases on his trombone in 
between the chanting. 

The most common chant 
was: ‘No ifs, no buts, no 
education cuts’. 

Then there was the more 
worrying: ‘You cut back, 
we fight back’. 


Later in the day, there 
was a serious incident at 
the Conservative Party’s 
Millbank headquarters 
in central London, where 
there was vandalism 
and riots. 

It’s amazing how the 
actions of the few can taint 
the actions of the many. 
Generally though it 
was a very peaceful, 
successful protest. 
And a very serious 
message was 
delivered: most 
students can’t 
afford the rise 
in tuition fees 
and education 
cuts.

Licensing review 

A 12-WEEK consultation 
on a licensing policy for 
the borough revealed that 
the majority of people who 
responded were against 
creating more areas with 
tighter restrictions. 

The Council’s aim was 
to strengthen its ability 
to ensure that Hackney’s 
licensed premises are well 
managed by extending a 
Special Policy Area (SPA) 
in Shoreditch; and creating 
two new ones in Dalston and 
Stoke Newington. 

In total, 1,071 people 
responded. Of these, 72.2 
per cent were opposed 
to extending the SPA in 
Shoreditch; 77 per cent 
opposed the introduction of 
a SPA in Dalston: and 75.3

per cent didn’t support a SPA 
in Stoke Newington. 

As a result, the Council 
will not be introducing new 
SPA areas in Hackney. 


An amended licensing 
policy was approved by the 
Council on 24 November 
and comes into effect on 
7 January. It tightens up 
regulations covering the 
existing Shoreditch SPA 
area. It also outlines the steps 
the Council expects licensees 
to take, in order to drive 
down crime, disorder and 
public nuisance. The policy 
is reviewed at least every 
three years.
